City officials telt us that the. 


municipally-owned parking lot on 
Second Street is "catching on." 
Since the stalls have been made 
wider, motorists are using it 
more and more. It naturally- fol- 
lows that the revenue from this 
attractive, centrally located park- 
Ing lot will increase. 
One city official, pointing to th 


greater use of the lot, says tha 
actually the parking problem in 
other downtown areas is "just as 
tough." That is good. It means tha 
the city is attracting more shop 
pers. It also means that the satura 
tion point has not been reachec 
and that other parking locations 
should be sought and created. 


We have just received an inter 


esting summary of the Transports 
tion Congress held in May. It con 
tains the views of four experts on 
handling city traffic. While the ex- 
perts come from large cities, their 
observations are worth reading 
nevertheless. 


One expert, Henry A. Barnes, di- 


rector of traffic at Baltimore, Md., 
has some interesting 
comments. 


Barnes achieved national recogni- 
tion when he innovated a new traf- 
fic system at Denver, Colo. 


Asked, "What can merchants do 


to help solve the parking and con- 
gestion problem?", Barnes replied: 


"Merchants, of course, com- 


plain that the lack of parking is 
putting them out of business, and 
yet they are the most difficult 
group to persuade that customer 
parking is really their problem, 
much more so than that of the 
municipality. It is also difficult 
to convince merchants that even 
if there is sufficient off-street 
parkng available, people will not 
drive through a congested area 
in order to make use of the park- 
in space. Therefore, they must 
often sacrifice on-street parking 
as a means of inducing customers 
into their area. 
"One of the greatest difficulties 


a traffic engineer encounters today 
is the unwillingness of people to 
change their ways or habits. It is 
true that everyone wants traffic 
improvements, but not if they are 
in any way affected by them. 'It's 
all right to make Joe's street a 
one-way thoroughfare, but don't 
do that with my street. Parking 
should be removed on John's street 
but not on my street- Build new 
highways as they are needed, of 
course, but don't build them along 
•any route where they will destroy 
anyone's home, business, church, 
or even a small park or monu- 
ment.' "

Report Attempt to Kill 
Former Polish Red Pilot 


CHICAGO—<.?>—The Tribune said today police and the Federal Bu- 


reau of Investigation were investigating an attempt on the life of Lt. 
Frank Jarecki. 23. former Polish pilot who fled to Denmark from behind 
the Iron Curtain in a Soviet MIG-15 fighter in 1953. 


The Tribune said Jarecki was 


fired on from a black sedan which 
had followed him about five miles 
and pulled up past his car at a 
stoplight about 20 miles from Chi- 
cago. 


It said Jarecki related he heard 


a shot and his face was peppered 
with powdered glass from the win- 
dow on his left. The car sped away 
after the shot, it said. 


Cook County and State Highway 


Police said they had received no 
report of a shooting, which report- 
edly occurred on U. S. 12. 


The Tribune said Jarecki found 


that the bullet, believed of .22 cali- 
ber, spent its force on the rolled 
up window of his car. It struck the 
window, shattering it, at about the 


j point where it would have struck 
Jarecki's head. 


Jarecki was driving from Mer- 


cer, Wis., where he has been living 
at the home of Rep. O'Konski (R- 
Wis>, his sponsor in this country. 
He planned to leave Monday tor 
Alliance College. C a m b r i d g e 
Springs. Pa., which he entered last 
year alter coining to thii country.

Algeria 
Buries 
Its Dead 


ORLEANSVILLK, Algeria to — 


Grieving residents of this quake- 
shattered North African city bur- 
ied their dead today and prayed 
that the earth would stop trem 
bling. 


An . Algerian 
official said the 


known dead from Thursday's dis- 
aster now stood at more than 600 
and continued to mount as the 
grim count went on. At least 1,000 
others were injured in the 12-sec- 
ond shock that virtually wrecked 
Orleansville and surrounding vil- 
lages. 


Rescue workers were menaced 


by c o n t i n u i n g tremors which 
threatened to collapse quake dam- 
aged buildings. The «ei8mographic 
institutes of Algiers counted 69 
mild shocks since the devastating 
quake struck. 


Meanwhile, Orleansville'» town 


hall and other public buildings 
were turned into chapels housing 
the caskets of the identified dead. 


Unidentified bodies have been 


placed on view for possible recog- 
nition.

AFL Leaders Warned to 
Oust Its Undesirables 
Government May Indict

CHICAGO if)— Top AFL leaders 


n Chicago have been told by U.S. 
Atty. Robert TieJten to get rid of 
undesirables in the unions. 


The government, Tieken told the 


union officials Friday, has obtained 
evidence of violations of federal 
aws by labor racketeer*. He pre- 
dicted the federal grand jury now 
n *«.«sion would vote indictments 
gainst the alleged racketeers. 


Promise Cooperation 


Tieken, who is directing the gov- 


ernment's case in the grand jury 
nvestigation, said the union offi- 
cials promised to cooperate in the 
probe. Meeting with him Friday 
were William A. Lee, president of 
he Chicago Federation of Labor; 
lay Schoessling, president of the 
Teamster*' Jonit Council and Ota> 


iel D. Carmell. attorney for the 
AFL and the Council. 


Tieken said he told the union 


officials there were "unbelievable 
actions" going on in labor in the 
Chicago area. He said the federal 
government has authority to act 
since certain unions handle mat- 
ters involved in interstate com- 
merce. 


The Chicago Tribune in a. copy- 


righted story today quoted Henry 
C. Burger, 62, veteran AFL Team- 
sters' Union organizer, as saying 
gangsters have seized control of 
some unions because of diminish- 
ing revenues from gambling opera- 
tions. 


Wa« Witness 


Burger, who was the internation- 


al refveaentativt at tht AFL Team- 


sters Union in Chicago for 21 years, 
was a witness before the grand 
jury on Thursday. He now is an 
organizer for the union in New 
Orleans. 


The Tribune quoted Burger as 


saying he "defied the gangsters' 
firing squads." 


"They'll probably kill me, but 


I don't care." the Tribune quoted 
him. "I'm an old fellow and I'm 
going to go down the line fighting 
the gangsters who are trying to 
rob and rule the union man. 


"Gangsters don't care about 


gaining benefits for the working 
man. They loot the treasuries of 
the local unions. Usually they take 
the locals rather than central 
bodies such as the joint councils. 
The local treasuries are the richest 
and easiest picking tor them . . ." 


The labor leaden who talked 


with Tieken made no public com- 
ment but promised to cooperate in 
the inquiry and to turn over to the 
prosecutor any evidence they may 
uncover.

shift in direction moved It north- 
easterly. 


NEW YORK tfft — Hurricane 


Edna raged toward the eastern 
tip of Long Island today where 
landsmen felt the first thrust of 
its fury since its birth many days 
•go far down in the Caribbean. 


All -alonf the coast and far in- 


land New Englandcrs braced 
themselves for the fury of the 
storm. Although prepared. New 
England heard a word of hope 
from naval headquarters at New- 
port, B, I., where storm charters 
said the storm might pass east 
of Nantucket and not turn its full 
force on the coast. 


NEW YORK—(&)—Hurri- 


cane Edna churned up the 
northeast Atlantic coast to- 
day, relief dawning in her boil- 
ing wake and fear gripping 
millions ahead of her. 


Though still,allghtly unpredicta- 


ble, the great storm's course wai 
charted thus by weary, sleepless 
weather experts: 


Steadily picking up speed, she 


moves parallel to the New Jersey 
coast, bearing northeast. Skirting 
the urea of New York, she strikes 
across the dunes at the eastern 
tip of Long Island and heads into 
New England about noon. 


Rain Falls 


Preceding the hurricane's 125- 


mile-an-hour winds came driving 
rain and 50 mile an hour winds. 
By 7:30 a.m. (EST) a total of 
4.25 inches of rain had fallen on 
the New York metropolitan area— 
which expected a milder buffeting 
than at first predicted. 


New England braced itself. It 


had more advance warning and 
was better prepared than when 
Hurricane Carol smashed through 
the area 11 days ago, leaving 68 
dead and property damage of 
nearly a half billion dollars. 


The hurricane was gathering 


headway speed as it spun toward 
southern New England. 


Loafing off the Carolina coast 


at 10 miles an hour Friday, ^nt 
now was bearing down at 30 miles 
an hour. 


Watch, Wait 


In 
a 
million 
coastal homes 


people watched and waited. 
The 


Carolinas, Virginia. Maryland and 
southern New Jersey felt heavy 
winds and rain — but sighed with 
re.lief as most of the hurricane 
stayed at s-ea. 


New York harbor, normally the 


busiest in the nation, was quiet 
as a country graveyard. Ships rode 
at double anchor, crews alerted. 
Only ferries and an occasional 
brave coal barge rode the high 
tides in the swirling rain. 


Coast guardsmen, police and Red 


Cross officials were evacuating res- 
idents of low-lying areas on Long 
Island. Hundreds of others were 
evacuated from low-lying areas of 
Massachusetts. 
Connecticut 
and 


Rhode Island long before the storm 
was due. 


Recall 1938 


Everywhere people recalled the 


fury of the 1938 Ne wEnglancl hur- 
ricane which piled up tidal waves 
that swept over lowlands with a 
loss of hundreds of lives.

Here's How to Get the 
Most From Paint Roller 


By MR. FIX 


If you've just used a paint roller 


for the first time and are not com- 
pletely satisfied with tne results 
of your labors, this column is in- 
tended to help you to do better the 
next time. 


Don't be discouraged. Painting 


with a. roller coater U easy, it does 
save time and results in a smooth, 
even coating if the job is done 
correctly. Take a few tips from 
the Consumer Service Bureau of 
E Z Paintr Corp. 


To begin v.-::h, the sun'are to be 


painted should be clean—'free of 
grease, dust or other foreign mat- 
ter. It is especially desirable to 
wash kitchen and bathioom walls 
before painting. Other room walls 
may require only dusting. 


When the surface 
is entirely 


dry, painting may begin. Fill the 
paint tray to a point half way up 
its slamed surface. Quick changes 
of color are made possible if you 
iirst line the tray with foil or 


' wrapping paper. When you've fin- 


ished with one ^olor. simply lift 
out the lining and install a new 
one. 


Before painting the main sur- 


face area, use a brush or one of 
the new cut-in coalers for trim- 
ming along the edges of the ceil- 
ing, floor and woodwork. Do this 
as you go along. Don't trim the 
edges on more than one wall at 
a time. This prevents "shading." 
or a rather apparent overlap when 
the main area is covered. 


The roller should be loaded by 


rolling into the "shore line" of the 
paint in the tray, then back and 
forth on the dry part of the tray. 
Repeat this once or twice or until 
the roller is evenly coated with 
paint. 


Apply paint to the surface with 


a light, back-and-forth rolling mo- 
tion in any direction. Don't lift the 
roller at tile end of each stroke, 
for this allows it to spin and throw 
off fine drops of paint. Progress 
plovvly and carefully to within lji 
inches of windows, corners and 
edges previously trimmed. 


Work should not be stopped until 


the entire wall or ceiling surface 
has been painted, to avoid lap 
marks. Always paint across the 
narrowest dimension of ceilings, 
in strips not more than two feet 
wide—again to avoid lap marks. 
Ceiling painting is simplified if a 
long extension handle is used. 


Paint walls from top to bottom. 


Above all, do not press hard on 
the roller. If it becomes necessary 
to bear down, then your roller 
either needs fore-painl or the paint 
needs- thinning. 


Remember that, when exactly 


the right amount of paint has been 
applied to a surface, the roller can- 
not pick this up and spread it out 
more thinly. Any amount over 
and above correct amount will be 
picked up and applied to a dry 
surface. 


Proper cleaning of rollers is im- 


portant 
to 
successful 
painting. 


After us;ng oil paint, first squeeze 
the excess paint out of the roller. 
Place it in a paper or plastic bag 
and squeeze by hand. Then im- 
meise and agitate it in a pan of 
turpentine, mineral spirits or oth- 
er thinner, repeating until clean. 


After painting with latex-base 


or water-base paints, cleanse the

cialty growers, the price of seed is 
greater but so is he quality of plant 
you get. If you are a novice with 
seed sowing, don't start with the 
expensive varieties. The chancfs 
are you will grow them successful- 
ly but experiment with the 15-cent 
and 25-cent packets for a year be- 
fore you try the dollar and two- 
dollar one? 


It seems that more people fail 


with seeds through too much than 
too little fussing. A good garden 
soil with a plentiful supply of hu- 
mus will grow almost anything. It 
doesn't need to be rich. An open 
piece of ground, frame or flats 
may all be -used with equal suc- 
cess.

A Contribution to Safety 


To a world accustomed to long drawn out international 


conferences", the speed with which the Manila meeting pro- 
ceeded to fashion a Southeast Asia defense pact is little short 
of amazing. 
The explanation appears to be that groundwork for the 


session was carefully laid, a proposed draft was prepared 
with scrupulous attention to the views of all participating 
nations, and the meeting itself was marked by a determina- 
tion to reach a quick accord. 


For this combination of favorable circumstances, much 


credit must go to Secretary of State John Foster Dulles. The 
approved agreement is essentially the American draft. 


So, after a brief three days, it is a reality that the United 


States. Britain. France, Australia, New Zealand, the Philip- 
pines. Thailand and Pakistan are joined in defensive alliance 
against the threat of spreading communism in Asia. 
* * • 


The achievement is of the utmost importance, even 


though the new pact does not contain the NATO-type auto- 
matic guarantee that any pact member attacked shall imme- 
diately have the benefit oi military aid from all its treaty 
partners. 


Some nations, those which had learned most to fear ag- 


gression in the era of marauding Japanese militarism, wanted 
the automatic feature. But they bowed before the broader 
feeling that such a pact would be impractical in Asia at this 
time. 


In Eurooe, the Western powers have worked together in 


two wars. They have a long tradition of cooperation in the 
face of peril. 


In Asia, this tradition does not exist. This is the first 


real welding of Asian nations that has ever been accomplish- 
ed. It is understandable that Dulles and other diplomats 
chose this new association somewhat gingerly. To have tried 
to drive them into a system calling for iron-clad guarantees 
might only have alienated them. 
« 
* • 


Consequently, the SEATO treaty says each party will 


meet the "common danger" of armed attack in the treaty 
area in accord with its own constitutional processes, and that 
in the event of aggression the members will "consult" im- 
mediately to determine upon measures for the common de- 
fense. Aid will be sent only on request of an attacked nation. 


This country made a concession which may ultimately 


widen the treaty's appeal, when it agreed that the pact should 
not specify only communist aggression as the threat to Asia. 
India and its followers, Burma and Indonesia, refuse to have 
anything to do with a pact they believe directed "against" 
particular powers. In time, it is felt, they might be induced 
to see the wisdom of this alliance, provided the provocative 
language is missing. 


The statesmen who put together this treaty made a sub- 


stantial contribution-to the future safety and freedom of 
Asia. What they have done is mere foundation, but it was 
vital work.

County Ckrk Sterling D. SJirock. It it a small pamphlet. 


dated 1869. giving rates of insurance and instructions to 
agents of the Pioneer Insurance Company of Springfield, 
III. The company claimed to be the only firm in the state 
writing insurance on livestock, and said it "has estab- 
lished the most thorough system of detection in the West 
for the arrest and conviction of horse thieves, thus ex- 
tending to the assured a double guarantee for the pro- 
tection of property, and security against loss by death." 
That was a good talking point in the days when Uie 
horse, not the dog, was man's best friend. 


After telling its agents to insure only animals in per- 


fect health and good condition, the company warned. "Of 
no less importance is the character of the applicant. If 
he should be a man of notoriously bad repute, even if 
other circumstances are favorable, the application will 
not pass for approval." 


We thought the following advice also was interesting: 
"It is expected that traveling agents of this Company, 


where convassing for risks through the country, will not 
take lodgings at hotels in town or city. At such places, 
generally, no progress can be made in business. 
While 


expenses are much greater than at farm houses in the 
country, with our experience, we do not hesitate to say, 
that accommodations are seldom as good. The success- 
ful agent will always endeavor to tarry in that locality 
where the prospect for good risks is most promising. 


"Another fact that must be mentioned under this 


head, is that most Agents travel too much. They go over 
too great an extent of territory. 
He that travels post 


haste through a country will have httl« to report as the 
result of his efforts, but jaded horses, broken buggy, and 
a long list of useless expenditures. Here, as elsewhere, 
it is generally best to be 'slow and sure' "

Lincoln's second son. Eddie, has been found by historians 
after being missing for »9 years. 


Broken find lying face down, it was discovered serv- 


ing as an entrance stone to the Oak Ridge Cemetery bur- 
ial plot of the family of Ninian Edwards, Illinois' third 
governor. 


The body of Eddie, •wtio died in 1850 six weeks before 


his fourth birthday, lies entombed with that of his father 
a short distance away. 


The whereabouts of the tombstone, a white marble 


slab 48x24x2 inches, had been unknown since 1865 when 
Eddie's body was moved from its original resting place 
in a Ion; abaadouid cemetery here, 


. The stone, with the name Edwards engraved on the 


back, was located by a photographer compiling a record 
of grave markers of Springfield persons associated with 
Lincoln.

But. "it was 
established that in the occupation 
at one period our finance officers 
had redeemed S255 million of allied 
military marks in excess of the

appropriated 
by Con- 
gress." 


The subcommittee had documen- 


tary evidence that the Treasury 
was about to send a cable reject- 
ing the Russian request for this

and a decision was reached 


not to send the cablegram." 


"We may never know," the re- 


port concluded, "the extent of the 
direct and indirect costs to the 
American taxpayer of the secret 
transfer of our money plates to 
Russia."

corn picking season. Why? Because that extra thumb 
could be responsible for the loss of a thumb or a 
hand. Any loose piece of clothing of any type is haz- 
ardous when the wearer is working around moving 
machinery.

plains what we mean in very simple words.

An appetite for breakfast can be developed. Our eating patterns 


are very much a matter of habit, and with just a little self-discipline 
we can adjust and improve them. Are you one of those persons that 


eats 50, 60 or even 70 per cent of the day's food at dinnertime? Then 
experiment with yourself. Eat a 
little more at lunch, a little less at 
dinner. Go especially easy on high- 
calorie gravies, desserts, etc. Then 
make yourself eat your "good 
breakfast," hungry or not. Keep 
this up for a week. You're almost 
certain to be looking forward to 
breakfast, and you will be auto- 
matically eating less for dinner. 


If you're trying to build up a 


child's appetite for breakfast, try 
10 to 15 minutes pre-breakfast play. 
If this occurs in the out-of-doors 
it is even more stimulating. 


Best Use of Food 


If you are one of those people 


who has tried to lose weight and 
you're not hungry in the morning, 
perhaps you've been cutting out 
breakfast. It's a big mistake. What 
often happens is you omit a 250 
calorie meal which the body needs 
and substitute 500 calories that 
have much less value later in the 
day. It is done because your body 
is really craving it as the day 
goes on. 


Most of our typical breakfast 


items of food have superior nutri- 
tion and are not too high in calor- 
ies. If you're trying to lose weight 
eat a good breakfast, a substantial 
lunch and a light supper. You make 
the best use of food in this way. 


Breakfast costs little in relation 


to the food value it gives. A meal 
following the basic pattern of cer- 
eal and then cream (or top milk) 
as a main dish costs only about 
15 cents, or approximately one- 
sixth of the day's totaV food bill. 
Yet for most people it provides 
from one-fourth to one-third of the 
day's food requirements. That's a 
real bargain! And one that every- 
one should take advantage of.

Hike Estimate 
Of State Corn 
Crop This Year 


SPPJNGFIELD, HI. <f> — Things 


are looking up for Illinois corn 
farmers. 


The state and federal agriculture 


departments predicted Friday that 
the corn crop will reach 445 million 
bushels. This is 45 million bushels 
more than they predicted a month 
ago. 


However, before the drought and 


seanng heat cut sharply across 
the state, the crop was forecast 
at 507 million bushels. 


Statewide production is expected 


to be 11 per cent less than the 1953 
crop and two per cent below aver- 
age. 


Soybeans were estimated at 89 


million bushels, up 8 and one-half 
million bushels over last month's 
estimate. Production promises to 
be 16 per cent larger than last 
year's crop and 10 per cent larger 
than average. Yield was estimated 
at 21 bushels an acre, slightly be-1 
low average.

The report placed oat production 


at 144 million bushels and tame 
hay at nearly 4 and one-half mil- 
lion tons.

Hotels were crowded all along 


the coast as householders deserted 
their beachfront homes. The larg- 
est hotel in New Bedford, Mass., 
was filled as early as last evening. 
This pattern was repeated through- 
out southern New England. 


Trains Cancelled 


Some trains to the Boston and 


Cape Cod areas were cancelled by 
the New Haven Railroad which de- 
clined to move passengers into that 
danger zone. 


The alert extended all the way 


along the coast to Maine—and even 
to- Halifax, Nova Scotia, where 
vessels scurried for port. 


The destiny of Hurricane Edna— 


the season's fifth hurricane and 
named after the fifth letter of the 
alphabet—still was in doubt in mid- 
mornmg.
